Shorebirds were in the limelight throughout the Fall season because 
of the length of the migration season, their numbers, and the number of rarities 
sighted. These fascinating birds began to arrive before mid-July to occupy the 
flooded fields of St. Louis and St. Charles Counties caused by the disastrous sum- 
mer floods. A total of thirty species definitely identified this fall set a St. 
Louis Area record. The 1950 year’s total was 29 species. No doubt, the greater 
number of mud flats caused our unprecedented shorebirding luck. In the spot- 
light were Avocets to the amazing total of 12. Records show three as the highest 
previous total. At the Taussig mud flats in St. Charles County nine of these 
colorful birds were found on September 21, and were seen there in various num- 
bers by many eager seekers on five successive weekends. Two of these in St. 
Charles County and one in Illinois, near the Chain of Rocks Bridge, gave us our 
total of twelve. One of the rarest species, based on past records, was the Knot 
seen on two occasions at the Taussig flats. Other rare shorebirds recorded be- 
sides the Knots and Avocets were Marbled Godwits, Piping Plover, Turnstone, 
Willet, Buff-breasted Sandpiper, Sanderling and Northern and Wilson’s Phalaropes. 


Exceptionally common were the Least and Western Sandpiper. The latter 
was considered quite rare in past years. There appears to be a definite trend 
toward a better distribution of shorebird species in our area. Perhaps, better 
equipment in the way of glasses and scopes and more activity afield among a 
greater number of birders are a contributing cause toward our better and bigger 
bird lists. Several species previously listed as rare are now found with com- 
parative ease. Some of these are: Red-backed, Baird’s and Western Sandpipers, 
Dowitcher, Sanderling and Wilson’s Phalarope. The White-rumped reverted to 
its old category this fall judging from the difficulty experienced in listing it. 


Three Pelicans shared a St. Charles County mud flat with ducks, shore- 
birds and a Duck Hawk. These huge birds remained several days feeding on 
stranded fish. They spent their resting hours on the waters of the Marais Temps 
Clair marshes nearby. The many stranded fish kept a large number of Caspian 
Terns in our erea for many weeks past their departure dates. The big terns be- 
came so gorged on an easy meal they spent a lot of time resting or sleeping at 
the water’s edge. 


The August A. Busch Wildlife Management and Experimental Area at 
Weldon Springs is attracting nesting birds in greater numbers each season. Among 
the rarer nesting species likely to be located there are: Horned Owls, Bell’s 
Vireos, Prairie and Cerulean Warbler’s, Bachman’s Sparrows and Blue Grosbeaks. A 
usual rare winter visitant is the Harris’ Sparrow. A surprising find also was 
a brood of Ruddy Ducklings. An extremely rare Purple Gallinule found injured in 
the City of St. Charles was released recently at the Area, as were several Barn 
Owls contributed by Mr. George Moore, resident naturalist at Rockhill Reservation. 


More Duck Hawks than anyone can recall were seen during migration by 
those active afield. They were following shorebirds and often rested on the mud 
flats. Good shorebirding promises to extend well into November.
